in the Kingdom ſeems better recommended for Na- 
vigation than the River Dunn, the Oppoſition to it is 
ſurprizing. 

That and the Outcries which have happen'd, or have 
been ſpirited up againſt it, have ſurely proceeded either 
from miſtaken Notions and Apprehenſions, or from pri- 
vate Intereſts and Views, repreſenting the Undertaking as 
the Deſtruction of the Country, or from other Suggeſtions 
which happen not to be true in Fact. | 

This bas made it neceſſary to ſtate Facts, and annex a 
Map of the River, and to ſhew the Methods propoſed for 
perieCting the Undertaking, and to anſwer all the Objacti- 
ons which have yet appeared. 

From the Ouge the Tides ſerve for Navigation up to 
Wilſick, which is within Five Miles of Doncaſter by Land, 
and ſmall Veſſels Three Parts of the Vear already go up 
to. Doncaſter, and larger Veſſels: in times of Riſes aud. 
Freſhes. It is propoſed to perfect the Navigation ſo, that 
Veſſels of Thirty Tun may go up to Doncaſter,” 1 
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1 The Country on the North ſide the River below Don- 
{+4} caſter being flat, is over-flowed from above Doxcaſter, 
; and not over the Banks of the River between Doncaſter 


and H/:l/ick; and it is drain'd into the River by two com- 
mon Drains or Sewers called Bentley Mill Goyte, and 
Arnold Goyte,the firſt of which falls into the River againſt 
13 a7 heatle, and the ſecond below Kir ſand all. 
Tube Objections in this Place are obvious, and the only 
1 Securities neceſſary are, that no Obſtructions ſhould, be 
made in the River below Long Sandal}, either to hinder 
the flowing up of the Tides which would flood the Coun- 
try below, or to ſtop the River in Freſhes Jo as to occaſi- 
on it to overflow the Banks above, or to hinder the Drains 
emptying themſelves at their uſual Leyel. 784 
For this Purpoſe the Corporation of Doncaſter propoſe 
to make the Navigation betu een Doncaſter and Wilſicł, 
by removing the Water Engine Damm which now ſtands/ 
above Doncaſter Bridge, and to replace it at the ſame Le- 
vel upon their own Lands below the Bridge, and above 
Holmeſtile in a wider part of the River, and from thence 
only downwards to deepen and ſcour the River, and to 
make Cutts to paſs the Fords and Shallows at Wheatley, 
Long Sandall, and Barnby Dunn, as there ſhall be oc- 
caſion, not obſtructing the River or the Drains by any 
Damm or Wear at all, which will be ſufficient eo perfect 
this Navigation without any Alterations: in the River, or 
making Cutts out of the fame lower than /Yz//iek, admit- 
ting the Fords at Bramwith and Sfainforth are not raifed” 
ws made to a much greater height than they now are. 
And this being the Method propoſed: for making and per- 
fecting the Navigation, it is evident that it cannot make 
the Lands lying near the River more liable to be over- 
flowed than they are at preſent, qo! * 
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The Cuts above are propoſed to be about Eight Vards 
wide at the Top, and in making them and the Banks, 
there may be uſed about Twelve Acres of Thorp Com- 
mon, and Eight Acres of incloſed or Meadow Land which 
belongs to Sir George Cooke, Mr. Cooke his Son, and ſeve- 
ral other Owners. | De” 
The Country above Doncaſter to Sheffield is not low, 
but generally otherwiſe, and the Stream rapid, with many 
Falls of Water, Corn-Mills, Cutler's Wheels, Forges, and 
other Iron Works upon it, and ſeveral Wears croſs the 
River, and large Damms and Pools of Water for the Uſe of 
the Works. ' N 

For the Security of theſe Works on the River, moſt of 
which are the Concern of the Petitioners, the Corpora- 

tion of Cutlers, and whereon their Trade depends, 

It is propoſed between Doncaſter and Sheffield to make 
the Navigation by Cuts only out of the River, without 
making any new Damm, Wear or Obſtruction, or height- 
ning any old Damm or Wear in or croſs the Channel of the 
River; which cannot have any Effect to flood the Coun- 
try, or to lay the Works under back Water, or to do them 

any Damage: On the Contrary, the Mills and Works on 
the River by theſe Cuts, will be better ſupply'd with 
Water than at preſent they are, in as much as the Cuts 
will be Additions to the Damms and Reſervoits of greater 
Quantities of Water to their Aſſiſtance, which would o- 
therwiſe run waſte, and by theſe Cuts the flat Grounds 
will be improved. ieee ee 

Theſe Cuts above Doncaſter are propoſed to be ſix or 
ſeven Vards wide at the Top, and with the Banks and 
towing Paths may take up twenty two Vards in Breadth, 
and between Sheffield and Doncaſter there may be be- 
twixt forty and fifty Acres uſed for theſe Purpoſes, part 
Waſte, and part Incloſurc (to wit) about fourteen Acres

Tis ſit therefore to relate the Petitioners Beha- 
viour in this Matter. The Petitioners for ſome time having 
had thoughts of this Navigation, and frequently propoſed
